Republican Leader Wants No 
Break in Debate Until 
the Vote 


London. May 11.—(Canadian Asso¬ 
ciated Press)—In the course of the 
discussion in the Commons on the 
Home Rule Bill on the question 
whether there should be a second 
Chamber for each qf the two Parlia¬ 
ments in Ireland as a protection for 
minorities, Rt. Hon. Walter Hurne 
replied to criticisms which had 
been made that there was no pre¬ 
cedent for the Government's proposal 
of a single Irish Council for two 
Parliaments instead of two second 
Chambers. He said that so far from 
there being any grolnd for the sug¬ 
gestion that the experiment was be¬ 
ing tried for the first time, the pre¬ 
cedent did actually exist in Canada. 
When local government was first set 
up in Canada, he said, there was a 
second Chamber in all the old part* 
whereas to-day in every province, 
barring Quebec, the second Chamber 
had been abandoned because it had 
been found noj to be a protection, 
but on the contrary, rather a danger. 

The Government had taken this as 
its example. He thought it was the 
best precedent that could have been 
taken.

Wheat Board. 

Ottawa, May 11.—Sir George Fos¬ 
ter, answering a question, stated in

The term of the present wheat 
board would expire, he said, when the 
ent^-e wheat crop of 1919 had been 
marketed, probably about September 
1 next. 

Full payment on participation cer¬ 
tificates could not be made until all 
the crop had been marketed and the 
payments and expenses had been ad¬ 
justed. Farmers holding the certifi¬ 
cates could reasonably count on re¬ 
ceiving at least 40 cents a bushel in 
cash payment for the certificates, Sir 
George stated. 

Bill Killed. 

Ottawa, May 11.—Bill 50, toairtend 
the Fish Inspection Act in regard to 
uniformity of containers, inspection 
and grading of fish, affecting both 
the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts, died 
an unnatural death In committee yes¬ 
terday morning. So far as this ses¬ 
sion is concerned, members of the 
Marine and Fisheries Committee 
claim that the bilj is gone beyond re¬ 
call.

NEW GOVERNMENT - IN 
MEXICO NOW SEEKING 
RECOGNITION OF U. S. 

(Continued from page 1.) 

Conflicting Nows. 

New York, May 11.—While thc ad¬ 
vices coming through from Mexico 
on the revolutionary situation there 
are fragmentary and conflicting, 
they caat considerable doubt on the 
reports that President Carranza has 
been made a prisoner. 

A Vera Cruz dispatch from the 
newspaper El Dlctamen, a member 
of the Associated Press, bearing 
Monday's date, declared the fugitive 
President of the republic had broken 
through the revolutionary lines and 
was standing at bay with 4,000 men 
at San Marcos, twenty-seven miles 
north of Puebla, 

Pracarious. 

Pro-supposing the accuracy of the 
reports that Carranza is still at 
large, the situation he finds himself 
In, according to the Vera Cruz ad¬ 
vices, is precarious. It is announced 
that Government troops ln Vera Cruz 
have deserted their commander, Gen- ] 
eral Candldo Aguilar, the Governor 
of the state, and gone over to the 
revolutionists, making that state ap¬ 
parently no longer a safe refuge for. 
the fugitive President. 

In addition, revolutionary forces 
under Generals Hill and Trevino 
were reported closing ln on Carranza 
near San Marcos. 

Censorship. 

Some news messages on the Mexi¬ 
can situation came through early to¬ 
day from American correspondents 
In Mexico City, but were received 
with parts missing and other por¬ 
tions garbled. Thp messages dealt 
for the most part only with political 
features of the situation.* 

It appeared probable that a rigid 


censorship was being imposed upon 
messages. 

Broken Through. 

Vera Cruz. May H.—President Car¬ 
ranza. whose train was stopped at 
Aplzaco by revolutionary forces on 
Saturday, has succeeded in breaking 
through the rebel lines and has come 
twenty mites nearer this city, accord¬ 
ing to dispatches. Latest reports re¬ 
ceived here indicate he is standing at 
bay with 4,000 men at San Marcos, a 
railroad Junction point twenty-seven 
miles northeast of Pueblo. Hebei 
troops commanded by Generals Hill 
and Trevino are closing ln on him 
there. 

Soldiers mobilized at Oaxaca and 
Puebla have been sent to San Mar¬ 
cos and three trainloads of other 
troops have, been sent frog^ here to 
participate in tlje operation. 

Troops commanded by General 
Candldo Agpilar, Governor of the 
State of Vera Cruz and son-in-law of 
President Carranza, have deserted 
him nnd have gone over to the revo¬ 
lutionists. according to the corre¬ 
spondent of El Dlctamen, who accom¬ 
panied tho Aguilar forces In Western 
Vera Cruz. 

Dispatches indicate Carranza, when 
he fled from Mexico City, did not 
know of the revolutionary movement 
in this state and had planned to make 
I a stand here at the head of faithful 
I troops sent in anticipation of trouble. 

Quick Change. 

El Paso, Texas, May 11.—The re¬ 
volutionists now control all but three i 
states In Mexico. 

On April 10 Sonora withdrew from 
the Catranza Government, setting in 
force the elements which overthrew 
Carranza. 

General Alvaro Obregon. leader of 
the Llheral Constitutionalists Party 
escaped from Mexico City at mid¬ 
night April 12 disguised as a railroad 
brakeman. He made his way to 
Iguala, Gtierrero, where he joined the 
forces that took Mexico City. May 5.

At a public meeting held yesterday 
evening at the Oak Bay Municipal 
Hall, the directors of the Oak Bay 
Swimming Baths. Ltd., outlined the 
project in detail to an enthusiastic 
gathering, p. F. Curtis, managing 
director, occupied the chair, and 
opened the meeting with a resume of 
the work already done in connection 
with bringing the matter to the at-« 
tention of the public. 

Publio Spirited Venture. 

The whole success of the venture 
was based upon the support that 
would be afforded to it by the pub¬ 
lic, he stated. The directors them¬ 
selves in the first place, he con¬ 
tinued, had originated the Idea sole¬ 
ly as a public need and with patrio¬ 
tic and communal spirit. 

Bathing, continued the speaker, 
was far more important than base¬ 
ball, and the support offered to the 
Stadium, Golf Links and other 
schemes had been far more pro¬ 
nounced than the Baths. There re¬ 
mained only eighteen days to test 
the feeling of the community, as un¬ 
der the Companies, Act they would 
have to go to allottment within a 
limit of seventy days, said Mr. Curtis. 

Ideal Site Located . r 

The proposed baths would be sit¬ 
uated in a natural site in the rock, 
which would, it is stated, require 
very little blasting to round out into 
the conventional style of swimming 
pool, Mr. Curtis stated. Fof the first 
season the baths would be heated 
solely by the sun, but evidence was 
brought forward to show that this 
method would be very satisfactory 
for six months in the year. Later a 
portion would be roofed over into a 
Winter bathing pool that would be 
steam heated. Side lines, such as 
therapeutic baths, hot salt baths, and 
other devices would be installed. 

Hubert Lethaby then outlined the 
cost of operations and gave figures 
of the numbers that could normally 
be expected to benefit from the 
swimming baths. The water in the 
vicinity was too cold to bath in 
freely without proper arrangements, 
he stated, and the baths would be a 
first-class Investment for the chil¬ 
dren of not only Oak Bay, but the 
whole community. » Mr. Lethaby had 
the average attendance that might 
be expected from the.public school, 
private school, swimming clubs and 
all other organizations estimated. 
He brought figures to his aid to show ; 
that after the initial cost had been 
met. the baths could be run very 
cheaply and would be quite a paying 
investment as such. He concurred 
with the remarks of the former 
speaker in stating that the bath idea 
had been patriotic and for the good 
of the community, since its incep¬ 
tion. 

it was on behalf of the children 
that Mr. Lethaby made his appeal, 
as-they had no place fit to bathe in 
on account of the extreme cold of the 
local waters. 

The meeting was well attended and 
the support of all present was read¬ 
ily offered. 

The ladies of the district, and the 
other public bodies of women are to 
be asked to support the movement 
for the good of the district as a whole.

A sports writer 
in New York sent out word that Carpentier carried seventy-five pairs of 
boots and shoes, a new suit for every day In the month, a shirt to corres¬ 
pond with each day of the ye«f. and that he thought as much about a sporty 
silk tie as the average man does about a broken shoe-lace. On Saturday 
Georges, with his party, arrived at Toronto in a private car. Georges 
doesn't seem anxious about mingling with the crawlers oiythls planet He 
was a bit particular about choosing a car. for he booked late Teddle 

Roosevelt's bus. The source of these fastidious ideas is hard to explain. 
Whether Georges Is naturally Inclined towards a bed of roses, whether it is 
the desire of Madame Georges or whether it is a shrewd move on the part 
of Deschamps, Carpentier’s manager, to get a lot of free advertising, is not 
known.

George Dickson was one of the 
finest all-around athletes who wore local school ^olors. He ran the 100 and 
220 with the best of them, smashed records for the mile and three miles and 
was good at the high jump. It is hoped that in the future more attention 
will be paid to the Public School athletes.

At the age of twenty-four he was 
appointed by President Lincoln as 
United .States Consul at Venice. Ht 
combined his consular duties with 
literary work, and produced his cele¬ 
brated book, "Venetian Life.'* 

Wrote Editorials. 

Four years later, In 1865, he went 
to New York with his wife, who wan 
Elinor G. Mead of Vermont and 
whom he had married in Paris In 
1862. For two years he wrote 
editorials for The New York Nation, 
The Times and The Tribune, and 
then moved to Boston, where as as¬ 
sistant editor he began his associa¬ 
tion with The Atlantic Monthly, *»uc- 
cveding James Russell Lowell as 
ediirr in 1872. At the age of forty- 
iour he retired to devote himself t-> 
his novels, which he produced for 
many years at the rate of two a 
y.ear. 

When fifty years old, Mr. Howells 
found time to become contributing 
editor, and later writer for the 
“Editor’s Easy Chair” department in 
Harper's Magazine. For a brief 
period he acted as editor of The 
Cosmopolitan. 

S Studied Events. 

Dr. Howells ... he had received 
degrees from Yale, Harvard, 
Oxford and Columbia Universities 
though he had never atttended col¬ 
lege . . . wa« a keen student of cur¬ 
rent events. He avowed his belief 
in Socialism. 

"I cannot see,” he declared, “that 
the remedy for existing conditions 
Kes anywhere else. But if it is to 
be a remedy it must come slowly. 
Violent/^ revolutions do not per¬ 
manently solve these problems.'' 

On the subject of. woman suffrage 
his opinion was decided: 

“It is one of the most important 
developments of this generation and 
one of the most hopeful. The men 
have made such a mess of things 
that if the women do not come to 
the rescue I’m sure I don't know 
what is to become of us.”

Before the City Council will nego¬ 
tiate with the Seaview Pavilion 
Swimming Bath Company, which 
proposes to establish salt water baths 
near the new Stadium, the concern 
must show that, it is backed by sub¬ 
stantial capital.

The estimated cost of such a pipe 
line, he said, was $19,000. 

“The company agrees," wrote Mr. 
Best, "that as the building will cost 
over $80,000, not to ask the city to 
lay this water main until the sum of 
$40,000 has been expended on the 
baths. This will, of course, leave 
ample time for the city to have the 
mains laid by the time the building 
is completed.” 

Wants Referendum. 

Mr. Best suggested that the Coqn- 
cil submit to the ratepayers a refer¬ 
endum on the expenditure of the $19,- 
000 along with the Municipal Golf 
Links Referendum. 

Alderman Johns thought that the 
matter should be tabled until Mr. 
Best could show that he had capital 
behind him. 

If the company spent $40,000 on 
establishing the bath pavilion, Ald¬ 
erman Andros felt, then the city 
would be safe In spending $19,000 on 
the pipe line. 

Alderman Patrick pointed out that 
no agreement between the city and 
the company existed, as Mr. Best had 
claimed in an Interview In the press.
